U.N. flag-raising ceremony Wanted: Trainers 
for Germanys, Bahamas . 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). 
The fags of East and West Ger- 
many and the Bahamas were cere- 
Monially raised outside ΤΙ. head- 
quarters yesterday, following admis- 
sion of the three countries on Tues- 
day night as new members of the 
world organization. 

Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim, 
the only speaker at the brief, seven- 
minute outdoor ceremony, noted 
that the entry of the two German 
states had particular significance 
for the U.N. 

“It is a symbol of the uew mood 
of detente which has brought so 
much hope to mankind," he said. 
“While it ends a particular chapter 
in world history, it also opens a 
new one — a chapter in which 
these nations will work in the U.N. 
for causes which affect all man- 
kind" 

The German flags are identical 
except that East Germany's has 
the Communist hammer-and-sickle 
symbol superimposed on stripes of 
Red, Gold and Black. 

In the General Assembly, there 
were a host of congratulatory 
speeches. 

But entry of the German states 
was not achieved without some 
controversy. As reported briefly in 
our second edition yesterday, Israel 
Ambassador Yosef Tekoah on Tues- 
day requested a separate vote on 
the proposal to admit East Ger- 
many, which, he said, “ignored and 
continues to ignore Germany's his- 
torical responsibility for the Holo- 
caust and the moral obligations 
arlsing from it.” 

‘He also accused East Germany 
of “giving support and practical 
assistance to the campaign of vio- 
lence and murder waged against 
Israel and the Jewish people by 
Arab terror organizations.” 

But Mr. Tekoah did not press his 
request in the face of objections of 
the sponsors of the resolution to 
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admit both states without a division. 

Be acknowledged that there was 
no possibility of bringing that re- 
solution to a vote, adding: “The 
fear of the sponsors is that the 
pressing of the matter might open 
up ἃ Pandora's box, upset the sce- 
nario agreed upon, and result In a 
greater number of states voting for 
the admission of East Germany 
than for the admission of the Fed- 
eral Republic.” 

That was an “obviously undesir- 
able” development, as Israel's ob- 
jective was to highlight that it was 
Bast Germany, not West Germany 
that was unworthy of admission, 
Mr. Tekoah said. 

The possibility that East Ger- 
many might receive the greater 
number of votes was understood to 
stem from the objections of many 
African members to Bonn's trade 
and other relations with the white 
regimes in southern Africa and re- 
tention of a consulate in Windhoek, 
capital of South West Africa. 

After completing welcoming pro- 
cedures and hearing West German 
Foreign Minister Walter Scheel and 
East German Foreign Minister Otto 
Winzer yesterday, the Assembly 
was due to elect its committee 
chairmen and vice-presidents, who 
together will form the general, or 
steering, committee which considera 
the items proposed for the agenda. 

The committee has scheduled a 
night meeting to order the Assem- 
bly's business of 104 agenda items.

TOKYO (AP). — Rice still is the 
staple food, but from South Korea 
to Indonesia, many rice bowls these 
days are being at least partly filled 
with substitutes. 

Experts from members of the 
Association of Southeast Asian Na- 
tions met in Kuala Lumpur yes- 
terday to discuss the current rice 
shortage and other problems. The 

from Thailand, Indonesia, 


the Philippines, Singapore and Μο- 


laysia will assess and discuss mat- 
ters connected with shortage, pro- 
duction and processing of rice, maize 
and sorghum. 

Japan and Taiwan are self-suffi- 
elent in the grain, but other re- 
gions have been hit hard by short- 
ages. 

In the Philippines, last year's 
drought in many areas, and the 
government's fight against Moslem 
insurgents in Mindanao have re- 
sulted in an acute rice shortage. 
To help the situation, troops were 
called out to deal with hoarders 
while the government took con- 
trol of food grains and efiible oils. 
The authorities urged Filipinos to 
gwiteb, at least temporarily to a 
diet of corn grits. 

Because of indications of a poor 
harvest in Thailand, a major sup- 
plier of countries neighbouring it, 
Bangkok intends to sell less rice 
this year. Floods or drought in 
Thailand's rice-producing areas have 
lowered the government's estimate 
of rice output for 1972-73. To make 
Matters worse, i ’s  carry- 
ever rice stocks from 1972 totalled 
only 486,000 tons compared with 
the 12 million tons of the previous 
year. 

The situation forced the Govern- 
ment to put 8 temporary ben on 
tice exports which last year netted 
Thailand $2l4m. in overseas sales. 
The ban assured Thais they will 
have sufficient rice for themselves, 
and no stringent regulations have 
been on local consumption. 

Thailand's setback also affected 
Japan which, although self-suffi- 
cient, re-exports Thai rice. But it 
will cut down on this now. 

Japan and Taiwan are the only 


two countries in Asia, outside of | 


mainland China, with good rice 
harvests this year. 
Taiwan is a bright spot on the 
Asian rice horizon, so bright that 
the island's rice situation is running 
into problems.
